Eddie Boyer was back at his old stand to­ 


day, ready to plunge again into the world of 


politics and government. 


He arrived in Doylestown at 10:45 a.m. 
The chairman of the county commissioners, vindi­ 
cated by the verdict of a jury which found him not guilty 
of bribery, extortion and conspiracy last night, said, 
“I very definitely do intend to stay in politics. There 
is a lot of work to be done.’* 
He l»as continued to function as county commissioner 
despite the charges against him. 
Boyer, who is 41 and whose full name is Edward B. 
Boyer, was acquitted after five months of anguish while 
he was under indictment on 19 counts. 
His co-defendant, Charles B. Meyers, 40, also was 
acquitted* Meyers had been indicted on 19 counts of 
conspiracy only. 
After the verdict, Boyer and Mrs. Boyer went di- 
recily to their home, .“1 Falcon Lane. Forsythia Gate, 
Levittown, where they were joined by more than a 
dozen of their close friends.
